 line 2 cultural and economic exchange; and
 line 3 WHEREAS, El Salvador and California share common cultural
 line 4 ties, similar early history during the period of Spanish colonization,
 line 5 and strong family ties among sectors of their populations; and
 line 6 WHEREAS, California has the largest number of foreign born
 line 7 residents from El Salvador in the nation, with the Cities of Los
 line 8 Angeles and San Francisco having the largest concentration of
 line 9 Salvadorans in California; and

 line 10 WHEREAS, California is currently the eighth largest economy
 line 11 in the world and depends on international trade, which can be
 line 12 enhanced by the economic development of foreign trade partners;
 line 13 and
 line 14 WHEREAS, More than 4.4 million jobs in California depend
 line 15 on international trade, with trade-related employment being one
 line 16 of the strongest growing and well-paying labor sectors in the state;

 line 18 WHEREAS, El Salvador has an emerging global economy with
 line 19 close cultural and demographic ties to California, providing the
 line 20 state a unique opportunity to engage in binational economic
 line 21 development activities; and
 line 22 WHEREAS, Salvadoran-Americans constitute the second largest
 line 23 Latino community in California, numbering totaling over one
 line 24 million throughout the state and 6 percent of all immigrants

 line 27 area between Adams Boulevard and 11th Street on Vermont
 line 28 Avenue in the City of Los Angeles as the El Salvador Community

 line 31 WHEREAS, California’s educational and academic
 line 32 communities, through casework and research studies carried out
 line 33 by prestigious research institutions, have recognized the significant
 line 34 cultural and economic contributions of the Salvadoran-American

 line 36 WHEREAS, Salvadoran-American workers in California support
 line 37 our economy with indispensable labor, which in turn provides
 line 38 remittances to families in El Salvador, totaling 16.7 percent of El
 line 39 Salvador’s gross domestic product in 2012, the largest percentage

 line 12 El Salvador as one of four select countries chosen for increased

 line 16 WHEREAS, The Legislature is committed to encouraging
 line 17 relationships and exchanges between California and other regions
 line 18 of the world in order to promote better economic ties,
 line 19 understanding, and cultural relations; and
 line 20 WHEREAS, Establishing a relationship between El Salvador
 line 21 and California would help achieve these goals, and would stimulate
 line 22 and facilitate additional mutually beneficial exchanges; and
 line 23 WHEREAS, In September 2013, El Salvador was awarded a
 line 24 $277 million grant by the United States to improve El Salvador’s
 line 25 competitiveness and productivity in international markets; and
